The Great Indian Coumneil.

Cricaco, June 38.—The Times' special from
Okmulgee, Indian Territory, June 10, farnishes
further particulars of the great Indian council.
It says much uneasiness i felt by many here
Jest the Presldent should exercise his constitu-
tional right of appeintiog moen from the States
to the higher offices, To do so would create
w ide-epread dissatizfaction.

There are men in the Territory unquestion-
ably competent Lo exerclse the functions of
solfgovernment, and as the population are ex-
tremely seneltive at anyibhing that looks like
su ation of the interests of the Indians te
those of the whites, this exercise of the appolnt-
jnwwer at Washington could not hrll.o be
productive of very mischievons results.

The warlike chiefs from the Cheyenne, Arra-
l;“h"’- Caddo, and other tribes have been cor-
dinlly received at the great council fire, and the
differences vividly deplcted to them of the two
roade that lay before them to pursue. While
the path of peace leads to secure homes, benign
treatment, and all the comforts enjoyed by their
civilized brethren, the red path wiil lead to thelr
ultimatle extermination.

The utterances of the chiefs were all for
peace, but they want permanent homes guaran-
teed. All complained of spoliation and depor-
tation by frontiersmen. The Osage chiels were
eloguent over their wrongs.

The committee to whom was referred the best
course to be pursued 10 secure an established
government, proposed in Decamber, 1870 pre-
sented their report this morning.

The report was followed by a proposition of
Mr. Brown, a Beminole delegate, to provide
equal representation in the Senate of the Cher-
okeo, Creek, Choctaw, Chickasaw nnd S8eminole
nations. This proposition has been earnestly
discnssed for several days. Consideration ls
posiponed till Monday.

It waz resolved that the nctlon of the General
Council in 1870, which framed and submitted a
Coupstitution to the several nations represented
in eaild counell, s hereby reaflirmed. Provigion
I8 further made for ereating a provisional gov-

ernment, and the election of a Governor and
other officers.

FROM WASHINGTON.

Indian Supplies.

WasniNaron, June 23.—The following con-
tracts for transportation of Indian suppllies were
awarded by the Indian Bureau to-day:—

1f be bad a right, he was justified on going to
a civil court; if not, he bad done so unnecessarily
and bis act was unjustified. Counsel quot.ed
page 252 of Discipline to prove that the junlor
agent bad a right to know everything about the
cencern. The word im Discipline was “agents,”
implying equal power and responsibility.

he next question was whether Lanahan was
denied access to the books. Counsel reviewed
the evidence to prove that free and unrestricted
access was denied his cllent by Dr. Carlton,
and that therefore e was justified in appealing
to the civil courts,

Alluding to Fancher's assertion vester-
day that Lanabhan was not a corporator,
Judge Reynolds sald that for boldness, not to
say assurance, that assertion eclipsed all he ever
heard, when the charter named Lanaban dis-
tinetly ag one of the corporators.

The object of such criticisms is very
often some mere self-glorifieation. If he—
the bachelor—had married, no one wonld
have been able to criticize Cwesar's wife. He
wonld not have missed fortune, as one friend
has done; or beauty, as a second: or family,
as a third, His wife wounld have far tran-
scended the commonplace wives of average
men, BShe would be everything that a woman
ought to be. In short, the bachelor's wife is
always perfection in the abstract.

Naturally enough, the thoughts of the old
bachelor mainly run npon his loves; but that
of the old maid upon yonng children. That
mighty imstinet of aaternity is evermore
busy in her heart. Oats and parrots are only
an excnse for babies, Had it pleased God te
bless her with them, how sbe would have
cared for the little loves! No children wonld
be better, or better cared for than hers.
When she goes into other houses, she does
not, indeed, think unkindly of children, for
indeed she loves them all. Bnat she cannot
help drawing some disparaging comments
between the children that she meets, and
those non-existent, possible ohildren that
would have been paragons and

henomena. Other children wonld

ave been untidy; but hers would have
beon the pink of neatness. Other children
are not g:rfecuy well behaved, have little
tempers, betray more of the homan than of
the angelic nature; but hers wounld be nothing
of this kind. They would be good, like Miss
Edgeworth's children; talk science hike the
children in Joyee's Seientific Dialogues, reco'-
lect all their dates, be distingnished from
early days for the utmost prepriety, never ery
out loud, never tumble off chairs or down.
gtairs, never show rents, stains of jam, hooks
or eyes spoilt, or tell fibs, or steal the sugar
out of the sugar-basin, What little cherubs
such children must be! They must surely
feel their wings growing, and be ready for a
flight from this lower earth.

For why should we study and waate years of
our lives in order to do well, while only the
honor comes to—mnot ourselvea, bal may to
onr memories long after we are dead, and all
the profit to monntebanks 7"

Scottish Humor.

The Scotch are essentlaliy stern and hard in
their manner; yet under all this lies a vein of
deep and kindly fecling, which gives a placid
force of pleasantry even to a rebuke, and,
while it forces a laugh, cannot offend. Take,
for instance, the story, as told by our old
friend Dean Rameay, of a clergyman who
thonght his people were making a rather un-
conscionable objection to his using a MS, in
delivering his sermon.  They urged, ““What
gars ye tak' up your bit papers to the pu'pit?"
He replied that it was best, for really he counld
pot remember his sermomns, and must have
his peper. ‘“Weel, weel, minister, then dinna
expect that we can remember them."”

Vo will cite just one more specimen from
tl.lw same source, by way of additional exam-

o:—

' At an examination by a minister of the
flock, previous to the adwministration of the
Communion, a man was asked, ‘‘“What kind
of a man was Adam 7" *“Oun, just like ither
foulk !” 'The minister insisted on havinga
more special description of the first man,
and pressed for more explanation. *“‘Weel,”
said the respondent, ‘‘he was just like Joe
Simson, the horse couper.” ‘“‘How go?"
asked the minister, ‘‘Weel, naebody got
onything by him, and mony lost!”

Of wit, combined with pathos—deep, sen-
sitive feeling, which, perhaps, is the best
defipition of bumor, after all—the richest
store is found in Socottish poetry, more espe-
eially in the quaint old ballads for which the
North is so eminently famons. Before going
any further, it would be heresy to pass by
Robert Burns, a man whom, whatever his
faults, every true lover of genius adores. Of
that special humor of which we have been
speaking, there are no better specimens to be
found than in *“The Cotter’s Saturday Night,"
‘“Tam O'Shanter,” or that masterly satire on
the unco guid of the Presbytery, ‘‘Holy Wil-
lie's Prayer.” Epigrams are the truest
vehicles of condensed humor, and for that
reason are the most difficult feats of versify-
ing to attempt; but Burns was remarkable,
even in this respect. Take the following,
written on a pame of glass in an inn at
Moffat: —

“Ask why God made the gem so small,
And why 8o huge the granite?

Because God meant mankind shonld set
The higher valae on it.”

Or this, to a lady who was looking up the
text during a sermon:—

“Fair mald, yon need not take the hint,
Nor idle texts pursne:;

"T'was gullty sinners that he meant—
Not angels, such a8 you,”
